EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  July  10,  1975  ("based  on  reports  from  exporters 
during  the  week  ending  June  29,  unless  otherwise  noted): 

Wheat :  The  apparent  export  commitment  (cumulative  exports  plus  outstanding 

sales)  for  1974/75  increased  "by  39,000  metric  tons  (MT)  on  the  "basis  of  minor 
changes  in  commitments  to  several  destinations.  For  1975/76  shipment,  commit¬ 
ments  increased  "by  335,600  MT  to  total  5-5  million  MT.  Commitments  rose  to  the 
European  Community  (EC),  Japan,  Israel,  and  the  Republic  of  Korea  by  120,300  MT, 
116,900  MT,  30,600  MT,  and  35,000  MT,  respectively. 

Feedgrains :  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  1974/75  declined  by  158,400  MT. 
Total  corn  commitments  fell  by  167,800  MT  with  a  drop  in  the  commitments  to  the 
EC  of  258,100  MT  more  than  offsetting  an  increased  commitment  to  Spain  of 
72,700  MT.  Within  the  EC,  the  commitment  to  West  Germany  declined  by  211,100  MT 
while  commitments  to  the  Netherlands  and  Belgium  were  lowered  by  6l,100  MT  and 
30,500  MT,  respectively.  The  commitment  to  Italy  increased  by  44,500  MT. 

Sorghum  commitments  increased  by  40,100  MT  with  higher  commitments  to  the  Nether 
lands  of  27,400  MT  and  to  Japan  of  12,700  MT.  For  1975/76  shipment,  outstanding 
corn  sales  to  unknown  destinations  rose  by  118,000  MT,  bringing  total  corn  sales 
to  2.8  million  MT. 

Rice :  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  1974/75  increased  by  53,400  MT, 
largely  on  the  basis  of  higher  commitments  to  the  Republic  of  Korea  and 
Bangladesh  of  33,900  MT  and  20,000  MT,  respectively. 

Soybeans :  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  1974/75  declined  by  216,000  MT, 
primarily  the  result  of  cancellations  by  the  Netherlands,  West  Germany,  Italy, 
and  sales  to  unknown  destinations.  Exports  of  101,000  MT  included  the  following 
country  totals:  Portugal,  32,800  MT;  China  (Taiwan),  26,300  MT;  Israel, 

29,000  MT:  Canada,  9,800  MT;  and  the  Netherlands,  3,60 0  MT.  While  Portugal  has 
recently  imposed  surcharges  on  a  wide  range  of  items ,  including  processed  foods , 
bulk  agricultural  commodities,  e.g.  soybeans,  are  exempt. 

Soybean  Meal :  The  apparent  export  commitment  for  1974/75  declined  by  l8l,000  MT 
with  cancellations  of  basis  contracts  to  the  EC  and  unknown  destinations  the 
major  factors.  Exports  rose  to  88,000  MT,  primarily  because  of  the  following 
shipments:  France,  42,600  MT;  Italy,  14,900  MT;  Spain,  4,900  MT;  Poland, 

13,600  MT;  Canada,  6,100  MT;  and  unknown  destinations,  4,800  MT.  The  price  of 
U.S.  soybean  meal  (44%  protein),  basis  European  ports,  traded  within  a  narrow 
range  during  June,  averaging  nearly  $150  per  MT,  $2  over  the  closing  price  on 
June  30 . 

Soybean  Oil:  Exports  fell  below  1,000  MT  and  the  apparent  export  commitment 
for  1974/75  declined  by  over  2,000  MT.  U.S.  soybean  oil,  basis  European  ports, 
increased  from  $500  to  $545  per  MT  during  June,  while  prices  of  competitive 
oils,  e.g.,  sunflower,  palm  and  peanut  oils,  declined.  Decreased  U.S.  and 
European  crushings  and  a  probable  reduction  in  finished  product  inventories 
appear  to  be  tightening  soybean  oil  supplies  at  a  time  when  larger  quantities 
of  competitive  oils  are  available  on  world  markets. 

Cotton:  Exports  during  the  week  totaled  95,000  running  bales  (RB),  with  the 
largest  shipments  going  to  Japan  (25,000),  Republic  of  Korea  (l8,000),  and  the 
People's  Republic  of  China  (12,000).  The  apparent  export  commitment  for 
1974/75  increased  by  11,000  bales  with  both  new  sales  and  cancellations  at  a 
low  level.  Sales  for  1975/76  shipment  increased  by  5,000  bales.
